FAVORS 
ANNEXATION. 


S 


ENATOR PROCTOR regards annexation as the 


real solution of the Cuban problem and has 


written a letter in which he says: 


"I believe the real solution of the Cuban ques- 


tion is in annexation. I have always favored that 
proposition, and my investigation of the condition 
of that unfortunate people four years ago made me 
a firm friend of annexation. 
Instead of- favoring 


duties we should make Cuba a part of our great re- 
public, with restrictive conditions." 


We went into the Spanish war for the sake of 


Cuba, with a solemn declaration to the world that 
we did not intend any annexation of territory. The 
taking of the Philippines is excused on various 
grounds but we do not see how annexation of Cu- 
ba can be excused. To be sure, we have practical- 
ly annexed the island. It is under the control of 
the United States today and is likely to remain so 
for some time. But though under our control.it has 
not the privileges that our territories have. 
It 


ought to be given the trade concessions that it needs 
now. 
It may be that annexation is the solution of 


the problem but it seems as though the proposal for 
annexation ought to come from Cuba. 


The Journal, in the main, agrees with the above 


which is copied from the Montpelier (Vt.) Argus. 
While we believe that annexation should in no wise 
be forced and also that the proposition should come 
from Cuba, it is perhaps well for the people of the 
island to understand that if such be their wish the 
doors of our nation are open to them and that they 
will be welcome if they choose to enter—which ac- 
cording to our understanding was the spirit and in- 
tent of the resolution offered by Mr. Newlands. 
The object of the war with Spain was to free^the 
Cubans from the tyrannical rule of that government 
and furnish them an opportunity to establish an in- 
dependent government. If, however, a majority of 
the islanders conclude that they would enjoy the 
same liberty and more prosperity by becoming a 
part of the United States and so express themselves 
by a popular vote, we can discern no bad faith 
upon the part of our government in favorably re- 
sponding to their appeal. 
In the meantime they 


should be accorded as nearly as possible all of the 
commercial privileges that our territories enjoy, 
which the majority party is not disposed to grant, 
and which they do not seem likely to attain under 
a separate and independent government.
